Religious Discrimination - 


Springfield Hospital Center discriminated against me based on religion. Like all discrimination based on 
religion, what this hospital did should be subjected to strict scrutiny and its actions should be held as 
unconstitutional. The hospital was wrong in its discrimination which has been prohibited by the thirty sixth 
article of the Maryland Constitution which states “That as it is the duty of every man to worship God in 
such manner as he thinks most acceptable to Him, all persons are equally entitled to protection in their 
religious liberty; wherefore, no person ought by any law to be molested in his person or estate, on 


account of his religious persuasion, or profession, or for his religious practice.“ The religious 


discrimination which occurred is that the doctors of Springfield on multiple occasions exercised discretion 
in my own personal religious beliefs in the matter of medical diagnoses and evaluations and this surely 
became a molestation in my person. | was treated as if mentally ill when a group of doctors disagreed 
with my religious beliefs and this was to the point that the hospital sought a court order allowing it to force 
medications upon me because they disagreed with my religious beliefs. My right to religious freedom is 


protected absolutely by constitutional law and there was no excuse for the doctors at this hospital to 
intrude upon my religious beliefs. The doctors should have recognized my circumstances were 
extraordinarily rare and they should not have used any discretion in the sensitive matter of my religious 
beliefs. Because the hospital did exercise discretion in the sensitive matter of my special religious beliefs, 
a situation of religious discrimination became a situation of defamation and medical malpractice and false 
imprisonment; and this lawsuit addresses all of the above mentioned torts. | am filing this lawsuit because 
| want the hospital to respect the fact that my religious beliefs were protected by constitutional law and 
they violated my rights when they harassed me on account of my religious beliefs. Discrimination is 
defined as unjust or prejudicial treatment and | make the claim that | was clearly treated unfairly and with 
prejudice on account of my religious beliefs. Being diagnosed as mentally ill and forced medication simply 
because the doctors viewed my religious beliefs as delusional is surely a harassment and molestation on 
account of my religious beliefs and this is prohibited in by the thirty sixth article of the Maryland 


Constitution. 


As a pro se litigant my ability to do legal research is extremely limited and my preparation of 
these claims is very insufficient, though | do believe | prove my case based upon a 
preponderance of the evidence. | could not find similar cases to mine in order to cite case law, 
though in regards to discrimination in an employment setting the elements of establishing a 
prima facie case are as follows: 

1) The individual is a member of a protected class 

2) The individual suffered an adverse action 


3) Non-members of the protected class received more favorable treatment 


Here | attempt to fit my case into these elements to satisfy the requirements for the court. 

1) My religious beliefs are protected under the Thirty Sixth Article of the Maryland 
Constitution which does specify ‘all persons are equally entitled to protection in their 
religious liberty’ . 

2) | did suffer an adverse action when | was improperly diagnosed on account of my 
religious beliefs and when I was forced medication and when | was wrongfully deemed 
incompetent to stand trial and when | was wrongfully held involuntarily for ten months. 

3) Non-members of the protected class did receive more favorable treatment because they 
were not harassed for their religious beliefs and were not treated as delusional for their 


religious beliefs. 


Exhibit A gives the testimony of the doctor claiming that | was in fact diagnosed on grounds of 
my religious beliefs; | understand there may be a defense made by the Hospital arguing my 
religious beliefs were so outlandish that it was reasonable to exercise discretion in the manner 
that it has, though | argue that this cannot be said when my civil rights were violated and it 


cannot ever be said that it was reasonable to violate anyone's civil rights. 


Defamation Claim - 


The court should find that there has been wrongdoing from Springfield Hospital Center in 
that | have been defamed in the sensitive matter of my religious beliefs in the medical diagnosis 
given at the hospital. 

Doctor Osteen was my treating psychiatrist wno deemed me mentally ill and the main 
basis for this diagnosis was the fact that | believe myself to be Jesus Christ. There is a 
falsehood being told in the statement of the doctor made about me and that is specifically that it 
was communicated to a court that | am mentally ill when | am not mentally ill. 

| understand the motive of the doctor was not malicious in this diagnosis, though the 
court should hold this diagnosis to be defamatory in my circumstances. This mental health 
diagnosis has affected my status in legal proceedings leading to rulings detrimental to my rights. 
There was a reckless disregard for the truth by the doctor in reporting that | am mentally ill to the 
court and that truth is simply that | am not to be deemed mentally ill on account of my religious 
beliefs. 

This medical diagnosis is per se defamatory because it is egregious to deem one to be 
mentally ill based upon their religious belief and so the offensiveness is clear. Even though 
customarily a diagnosis is called a medical opinion, the statement should not be treated as an 
ordinary opinion and should be considered a statement of fact. The doctor made this statement 
intending to give information upon their scientific finding of a fact and that is that they found me 
to be factually mentally ill. The doctor made this defamatory statement to a third person who 
was the Administrative Law Judge in a March 21st 2023 hearing. The doctor said as a 
statement of fact that | have a psychotic disorder and that | suffer from delusions because my 
religious beliefs are grandiose. The statement was false because | am in fact not mentally ill and 


it is outright wrong to deem one to be mentally ill based upon religious beliefs which are 


protected in constitutional law. Springfield Hospital Center is legally at fault for this statement 
because it goes against the ethics of healthcare to discriminate against one on account of their 
religious beliefs; 
and | even brought this crisis up to a clinical review panel put together by the hospital which 
reviewed the medical diagnosis and treatment ordered, though they viewed this not to be 
religious discrimination; | also brought this crisis up to the office of the CEO of Springfield 
Hospital Center who did not respond to my concerns. 

| have suffered injury in this claim where | have been wrongfully forced medications in an 
incident of medical malpractice on account of this defamation and where | have been falsely 
imprisoned on account of this defamation; | have also felt so oppressed in my religion to the 
point that | had feared to speak upon my religious beliefs due to the forced treatment at the 
hospital and | knew they could order stronger drugs if | continued to admit to my religious beliefs 
and | knew they could hold me incarcerated longer if | continued to admit to my religious beliefs. 

The Truth is that | can hold this extraordinary religious belief while being of sound mind 
and | provided and important statement in my original claim establishing that my religious belief 
is perfectly rational; | must establish here that | am perfectly sane and of sound mind; it is wrong 
for the state to have claimed | suffer from grandiose delusions on account of this religious belief; 
| defend my religious belief as being rational and founded upon the fact of there being a 
possible reality that if | were to write a truly miraculous prayer then it is likely there is some 
special community in this world who may believe me to be a savior figure and | would be 
welcomed to identify myself as Jesus Christ to such a sacred people; and | say this in good faith 


and it is my spirit and my vision and my will to pursue this ambition of writing a Holy Scripture. 


Medical Malpractice Claim - 


If the court does not find that there has been defamation, then at the very least the court 
should find that there has been medical malpractice in an improper diagnosis and in that | was 
illegally discriminated against in a medical diagnosis. My religion is protected in constitutional 
law which includes protection against medical malpractice where no doctor should diagnose me 
with a mental illness on account of my religious beliefs. 

| believe the religious discrimination is clear and | stated in my original claim that | have 
official transcripts of testimony from Springfield Hospital where the doctor has stated on record 
that my religious beliefs have been the sole basis for my diagnosis. The doctor said “I believe he 
has schizophrenia” and then the judge asked “and what are you basing that diagnosis on?” to 
which the doctor replied saying “Mr. Mase believes that he is Jesus. He believes that famous 
rappers communicate [terroristic threats] through their lyrics... he also thinks that Donald Trump 
[has surveillanced] him as well. So he has this set of grandiose delusions that are part of his 
psychotic disorder. He also, when talking about these delusions, he often becomes 
disorganized. So based on these symptoms, that have not remitted over time, | diagnosed him 
with schizophrenia.” 

The doctor references certain controversies related to my religious beliefs which she 
calls grandiose delusions and says is part of a psychotic disorder. | hope the court finds that to 
call these matters delusions is simply prejudiced, as | have spoken to the doctor with regards to 
serious crimes of terrorism and conspiracy related to the response | have received from certain 
groups when speaking about my special religious belief of being Jesus Christ. | have explained 
to the doctor that | have spoken through social media about my belief of being Jesus Christ and 


so it is reasonable for me to say that some individuals paying attention have responded 


negatively and also that | feel the Federal Government did surveillance me while speaking 
publicly about my extraordinary belief. 

There was a duty of care as | was committed to Springfield Hospital by court order where 
| was to receive evaluation for competency and treatment for competency. There was a breach 
of this duty of care when the doctor assigned to me as a psychiatrist illegally discriminated 
against me in a medical diagnosis and improperly diagnosed me with mental illness while 
making my religious beliefs the sole basis of discretion. There was injury when | was defamed 
as a result of this discrimination and when | was falsely imprisoned as a result of this 
discrimination and when | was wrongfully forced improperly prescribed medications; | frequently 
complained that the strong drugs used to treat me in this improper diagnosis affected my mental 
function and blurred my vision and caused severe emotional distress. 

This error can be called negligence in that the doctor neglected to heed my civil rights 
when diagnosing me and thus violated my religious protections by illegally discriminating 
against me in a medical diagnosis. The doctor was also negligent of the truth, taking my word as 


false with prejudice due to their own bias against my religious beliefs. 


| was not able to file for a Certificate of Qualified Expert due to my limited legal 


knowledge and so | waive my right to seek compensation for this medical malpractice claim. 


| also request the court order my medical record as held by Springfield Hospital Center 


be sealed due to the fact of there being libel in this record and an improper diagnosis. 


False Imprisonment Claim - 


The damages are clear and | have surely suffered in this claim. The worst damage 
comes in a claim of false imprisonment where | was wrongfully deemed incompetent to stand 
trial and held by the hospital for ten months as a result of this religious discrimination. The 
reality is that | was already competent and should not have been evaluated as incompetent 
through the discriminatory stance taken against my religious beliefs. 

Doctor Carr was my competency evaluator who provided several wrongful reports to the 
court finding me incompetent for several competency hearings occurring on July 26, 2022 and 
October 25, 2022 and January 5, 2023. | do not have the report given to the court, though the 
doctor has told me that the reason for their finding me incompetent was that | intended to 
reference my religious beliefs in the proceedings of the circuit court case for which | was 
ordered to undergo the competency evaluation. This in itself has been a violation of Maryland 
Constitutional law which gives the protection that “[none shall be] deemed incompetent, if 
otherwise competent, as a witness or juror, on account of their religious beliefs... and nothing 
shall prohibit or require the making reference to belief in, reliance upon, or invoking the aid of 
God in any governmental proceeding...” 

As a result of the discrimination of the this doctor | was wrongfully deemed incompetent 
in the court and | was falsely imprisoned where the judge ruled that | should be committed to the 
hospital with no real legal justification to hold me for evaluation or treatment because by the 
standard of the law | should not have been found incompetent on account of my religious beliefs 
or on account of my will to reference my religious beliefs in legal proceedings. 

The hospital violated constitutional law in my competency evaluation. My constitutional 


right to be protected from religious discrimination in a competency finding was violated. Also the 


doctor finding me incompetent due to my will to reference my religious beliefs in court 
proceedings was a violation of the clause of the constitutional law protecting this right to 
reference my religious beliefs in governmental proceedings. 

Finding my religious beliefs as strange is not an excuse for violating constitutionally 
protected rights. As | have stated, | have also felt so oppressed in my religion to the point that | 
had feared to speak upon my religious beliefs due to the forced treatment at the hospital and | 
knew they could order stronger drugs if | continued to admit to my religious beliefs and 
| knew they could hold me incarcerated longer if | continued to admit to my religious beliefs. 

Again this error can be called negligence in that the doctor neglected to heed my civil 
rights when evaluating me and thus violated my religious protections by illegally discriminating 
against me in a medical evaluation. The doctors negligence resulted in my being wrongfully 
deemed incompetent and wrongfully committed to the hospital for ten months. | should have 
been found competent during my first competency hearing on July 26, 2022 but instead it was 
on May 19, 2023 that | was found competent to stand trial and the only difference was that | 


chose not to speak on my religious beliefs out of fear of another wrongful evaluation. 


Relief Sought - 

| request the court consider all of the above mentioned tort and order that the Springfield 
Hospital Center pay a judgement of One Million USD in compensatory and punitive damages for 
what | have suffered in my claim. 

| also request the court order that the medical record containing these defamatory 
statements about me as held by Springfield Hospital Center be sealed. 

This whole controversy is majorly concerning because the wrong of the hospital does 
certainly take effect upon my life. Just the religious discrimination alone had such an affect on 
me as | have spent ten months at Springfield Hospital Center feeling my religious freedoms 
have been oppressed. The defamation has affected my living in a major way as the defamatory 
remarks made against me and my religious beliefs have caused my family to treat me as if | am 
mentally ill and fully delusional while | am forced to defend myself as perfectly sane and rational. 
| deserve justice and | do wish for it to be told to my family that there was a mistake from 
Springfield in its diagnosing me in that | should not have been discriminated against on account 
of my religious beliefs and the fact that religious freedoms are protected in constitutional law 


should have kept the doctors from exercising discretion in that sensitive matter.
